Bear Mr. Speaker: 

There is submitted herewith the draft of a proposed 
bill **To provide for the administration of the Central 
Intelli g ence Agency, established pursuant to Section 102, 
National Security Act of 19^7* and for other purposes. 

The primary purpose of this legislation is to pro- 
vide authorities necessary for the administratis of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. The basic provisions cover 
the Agency's problems of procurement; travel, allowances 
one i related expenses; general authorities; and appropria- 
tions language. 


It is provided in Section 3 that cert sin previsions 
of the Armed Services Procurement Act of 19*7 
ifftttr 413, 80th Congress) be extended to the Agency. This 
is requested on the basis of difficulties i dnch nave 
been experienced in supplying the peculiar needs of an 
Intelligence service. 


Inasmuch as the Central Intelligence Agency is con- 
cerned with the coordination and production of foreign 
Intelligence pertaining to the national security, there 
will be frequent need for overseas travel, occasional 
overseas assignment and, in certain cases, the ©etabliah- 
mant of overseas posts. In the light of our desire that 
employment in the Central Intelligence Agency be regarded 
as a career service, it ia felt that the Agency has a 
problem similar to that faced by the Foreign Service in 
the assignment of personnel to duty abroad, and authori- 
ties simil ar to those granted in the Foreign Service Act 
of 1946 are necessary to the development or an intelli- 
gence career staff. (Section 5) 
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Certain general authorities here bean requested in 
Section 6 ifcich are Relieved necessary to facilitate 
the f inanc i n g of the Agency, together with additional 
authorities ifrlch are requested on the basis of experi- 
ence In intelligsnce activities during the war end 
since the estsblisheent of Central Intelligence in 
19*6. Additional general authorities are sought in the 
interests of the security of the national Intelligence 
mission and In furtherance of Section 102(d)(5) of the 
National Security Act of 19*7 which provides that the 
Director of Central Intelligence he responsible for pro- 


Section 7, containing appropriations language, is 
included in an effort to establish a point of reference 
to which the administrative and fiscal officers of the 
Ag enc y a nd other appropriate officers of the ©overnment 
may look to determine that expenditures are authorised 
in the course of supporting the activities of the 
Agency. The greater part of this section pertains to 
activities necessary to the normal sdmiai a tration of 
the Agency, but for which money cannot he eapNwatod with- 
out specific authorisation . mis section further pro- 
vides authorisation for the spending of a portion of the 
monev Made available to the Atmurr for conf ident lal 


achieve this, it is felt necessary to authorise speci- 
fically the expenditure of funds for confidential pur- 
poses to the Director of Central Intelligence 

will certify, and his certification will he a full 
accounting for such expenditures . 

As stated above, the provisions proposed in this 
legislation are based on experiences in the field of 
intelligence during tbs last five years. Because of 
this experience won the security aspects of intelligence 
generally, it was felt best to incorporate these adminis 
trative necessities in one bill.
